Pursuant to regulation 32 of the Films, Videos, and Publications Classification Regulations 1994 the film 
poster entitled: 

Dr. Max In Paris 

is Not Approved 


if approval refused, the reasons for the decision: 

The video slick Dr. Max In Paris features a full page colour image of a semi naked woman with her 
legs spread to reveal her pubic region. The back cover contains a barrage of images of mainly naked 
men and women posing or engaged in explicit sexual activity such as fellatio. The images degrade 
and dehumanise a number of the men and women featured by focusing on their genitals thus 
reducing them to parts of their anatomy. This is particularly evident in the shots in which the faces 
of the participants cannot be seen. This is enhanced by the placement of the majority of the blue 
dots which in effect obscure the faces of the people depicted. 

In view of the extent and degree to which the video slick degrades and dehumanises a number of the 
men and women featured and the intended purpose of the slick as promotional material, the 
Classification Office finds that the availability of the video slick is likely to be injurious to the 
public good. Therefore, in accordance with Regulation 28(3)(a) the video slick is not approved.
